The long looked for glove contest between Herbert 
A. Slade, the Maori, and John L. Sullivan, the phe- 
nomenon pugilist of the nineteenth century, was de- 
cided August 6, at Madison Square Garden. Ever 
since James Wakely, on behalfof Sullivan and Jem 
Mace on behalf of Slade, completed arrangements for 
these rival glad'ators to box, there has been great in- 
terest manifested. It must be remembered that Slaae 
had never met any pugilist within the orthodox 
24-foot arena, either accurding to London prize ring or 
He had been brought to 
this country by Jem Mace, when Richard K. Fox sent 
to New Zealand tor the latter to meet Sullivan. On 
Muace’sarrival with Slade at San Francisco, Mace pro- 
nounced him a wonder, and the Maori wasso con- 
sidered, until in a boxiny match with Robinson on the 
Pacific slope he was knocked around like a rubver 
ball, and it was the universal opinion of all that wi'- 
nessed the set-to that Robinson had devided’y the best 
of the bout. On Mace’s arrival in New York from 
San Francisco with Slade, he denieci that Robinson 
had bested his protcge, and by earnest entreaties and

constant persuasion, influenced the proprietor of tho

Upon hearing Mace's 
decision Mr. Fox refused to back Slaae, and Mace and 
and his Maori were set adrift by the POLICE GAZETTE, 
Mace and Stade, after giving an exhibition at Troy, 
in which Coburn bested Slade, and unein this city, in 
which Cuburn was in “ harness,’ arranged a match 
with Charley Mitchell to fight for $5,000 in September. 
Mace then went to England with Slade, and during 





their absence wires were laid to bring about the boxing 
match that took place on the evening of August 6. 

On Mace and Slade’s return Mr. Al. Siuith and 
James Wakely, Sullivan’s backer and .nanager, held 
aconference withJem Mace and Hen Rice,and an agree- 
ment was made for a boxing match of four three- 
minute rounds, according to POLICE GAZETTE rules, 
the winner to take sixty-iive and the loser thirty-five 
per cent.

$1,000 tor the use of the garden, but they scooped in 
twice that amount before the doors were openei by 
the sale of tickets in advance. Allthe $23 boxes were 
sold before the 4th inst., and a large number of re- 
served seats had also been disposed of. Many of the 
sporting men from Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Balt:- 
more, Philadelphia, Bridzeport, New Haven, De:roit, 
Albany, Troy and Rochester, called on Richard K. 
Fox to know it the match was genuine, and to get his 
opinion of Slade. His reply was Sullivan will settle 
that question to night, and knock Slade out certain. 

At 6:30 P.M. the doors of Medison Square Garden 
were opened and a mass of humanity surged into the

Slade was nervous and 
defeat was pictured on his countenauce. On the 
other band “the great Sullivan’ was eager and con- 
fident that he would win, and nearly all of the large 
audience were anxious that he should do so. Slade 
He did net show the 
pluck aninerve that Mitchell had disslayed when 
he fac:‘d the American champion. No sooner had 
the referee called time than Sullivan quickly left his 
corner and wa3 at the mark. He did not vait for 
Sladc to lead, but let drive his left, which landed on 
Slade's right optic, and followed up the advantage by 
letting drive his right on Slade’s jaw, which sent the 
Maori to the floor. A volcano of cheers greeted Sul- 
livan’s achievernent. Slade was assisted to his feet, 
but he was no sooncr up than the champion rushed 
at him, delivering right and left with terrific torce on 
Slade’s body and head. He fought Slade to the ropes, 
and continued to force the fighting. Slade turned his 
back and ran, end many shouted, ‘He is not game;” 
**See, he runs. away.’ Sullivan followed bim and 
while Slade had his back turned Sullivan bit him left 
and right, and knocked him head foremost through 
the ropes off the stage. Only two minutes had 
elapsed, and when Slade was again assistcd to the 
stage Sullivan lost no time, but again let go right and 
lef , his :Jedge hammer blows landing on the Maori‘s 
body. Slade tried to fight, but was not able. He was 
a“dummy” in front of the champion, and could not 
strike a blow bard enouzh to “Knock a hole in a pound 
of butter.” Slade finding he could not punish sullivan 
tried to close, but Sullivan would not have this style 
of fighting, as it is barred ir the PoLtIcE GAZETTE 
rules. After three attempts of Slade to wrestle Sul- 
livan broke grounc and then made a feint with the 
left, anda well delivered right hand swinging plow 
knocked him clean off his pins, which ended the 
round, 

Both pugilists retired tothe corners, and those who 
had bet that Sullivan wou'd whip Slade in two rounds 
lost.

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NEWARK’ S PLAGUE SPOT. 


the Old Burying Ground and the Ghouls 
Who Haunt It. 


Mow the Discovery of Domine Bris- 
tor’s Immoralities led to still more 
Startling Revelations. 








Unless sneedy and energetic measures are iaken by 
the authorities cf Newark, N. J., this industrious and 
thriving city wi.l soon degchorate into one ot the most 
immoral communities in the United States. In fact, 
in some respects 1t is this already, as the disclosures in 
the case of the Rev. George Bristor, pastor of Si. Luke’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church, have clearly shown. 
‘nese disclosures, supplemented by the results of a 
POLICE GAZETTE correspondent’s investigations, place 
the city in an excessively unenviable lizht. 

To tell the story from the beginning, it is necessary 
to go back tothe church sandal referred to. To the 
surprise of many of his congregation, the Rev. George 
Bristor did not appear in his pulpit on Sunday, July 22, 
The services were conducted by another brother, and 
it was said that Dr. Bristor had left town. The per- 
plexity of the church members increased when they 
heard the next day that a mysterious meeting of the 
official board bad been held at the residence of Brother 
John C. Day, No. 1127 Broad stree!,on the previous 
evening. and that lights were burning in the house 
until almost daybreak, when the several gentlemen 
came out of the front door and hurried to their re- 
spective homes. 

Later in the day the reason of Dr. Bristor’s mvrste- 
rious absence on Sunday, and the object of the meet- 
iag, were revealed. The pastor of St Lu*xe’s had—to 
the satisfuction of the stewards, trustees and class 
leaders of the church, and to that of Kev. J. H. 
Knowles, presiding elder of the Newark district—-oeen 
proven guilty of very vicious conduct. A boy, the son 
of achurch member named Rutan had mentioned the 
minister’s conduci to a companion the week before. The 
story reached Steward Willia:n R. Roberts on the 20th. 
He would not helieve it until strong evidence was prc- 
duced. The evidence was produced betorethe brethren 
on Saturday evening. The charzes were formulated 
and presented to Dr. Bristor at his residence, No. 13 
Murray Street, on the sa:ne evening. 

On Monday evening, the 23d ult., Bristor appeared 
before the presiding elder and sixteen stewards, 
trustees and class leaders, at Rrother Day’s residence. 
Brother James C. Ru‘dlow, ex-president of the New- 
ark Co:umon Council, occupied the cnair. The 
accused denied the charges. Three ot his victims testi- 
fied. On cross-examination Dr. Bris‘or questioned the 
hoys wi.h cruel severity. but they told straightfor- 
ward, cunsistent stories. For his own sake, as well as 
for that of the church. the pastor was allow2d every 
opportunity to establish his innocence. In the opinion 
of the brethren he jailed todo so. While the mem- 
bers of the board sat silent and motionless, Mr. 
Knowles turned to the accused and told pim that he 
could do either of two things—stand trial before an 
ecclesiastical court, or surrender his credentials asa 
minister and leave thechureh. Dr. Bristor chose the 
latter alternative and gave up his parchments. He 
wes paid his salary to August 1, bade farewell to his 
bretbren present, and started the same evening for 
Baltimore, where his father and mother reside His 
wite and little child were in the meanwhile sum 
mering et Ocean B ‘ah. 

Natural'y the greatest excitement was created all 
over Newark by this startling incident. When a rer- 
resentative of the POLICE GAZETTE visited the city a 
few days after Dr. Bristor’s departure. he found it to 
be a general topic of conversation. Healso learned 
from several prominent citizens—who voluntee:ed the 
information on the condition of their names being 
kept out of print—that the p.culiar vice charged 
against the Rev. Dz. Bristor was indulged in on an 
alarmingly extensive s ale all over Newark. 

“The old burying ground on Broad street,’’ said he, 
“although within a stone’s throw from police head- 
quarters, is the night.y rendezvous of hundreds of 
vicious characters—some of them well drésze4 citizens, 
others, shabby looking wretches imported from New 
York city, who rely upon their horrible practices for 
aliving. But go and see the tirennen who occuny the 
buildings on Broa’ street adivining the old burying 
ground and they -vill tell you more than I can.” 

The PoLICE GazETTE representative followed tis 
advice. The firemen alluded to constitute Hook and 
Ladder Company I and Engine Company I. Each 
company hasa brown stone ouilding of itsown and 
the two buildings are joined by an archway, under 
which one passes to reach the old burrying ground 
from the Broad street side.

The death of John Gilbam, t the central figure of the 
ku-klux era in South Carolina, recalls the doings of 
that secret body of night riders. In 1869 Gilham, who 
was a man of govd family 2nd some property, took a 
prominent part in the clan of which he was a member, 
One night two negroes were murdered in a most brutal 
manner by a band of ku klux, and the evidence of Gil- 
ham’‘s complicity was so strong that a warrant was 


and found refuge with a Mr. Gay, near Newman, Ga. 
Here he has lived for fourteen years, avoiding human 
beings, two large pistols buckled around him, and 
living in constant dread of arrest. Mr. Gay lives just 
between the swamps of Keg and Line crceks, and in 
these swamps Gilham passed the greater part of his 
time. He was @ terror to all the negroes who knew 
him, who related fearful stories they had in some way 
learned of his past life. Though he had liveu more 
than fourteen years in the ccunty, not more than fifty 
white people knew of his existence. For a long time 
Gilbam has been subject to cramps. One day last week 
he was in the swamp alone when one of these cramps 
attacked bim, rendering him utterly helpless. A negro 
man passing by in a little while was requested by the 
sick map to inforin Mr. Gay’s family of his condition, 
but this he retused to do, thus inflicting retribution for 
the crime perpetraied upon two of his race fourteen 
years before. For our hours he lay in theswamp, suf- 
fering untold pain, when he was rescued by a seining 
party, but too late to save him, for he svon died.

and the following sketeb of the carcer of James Ward 
by one who knew him tor half a century will be ac- 
ceptable to the resders of the PoLICk GAZETTE, 

James, the eldest of the seven caildren of Nicholas 
Ward, was born on the 26th of December, 1800, the day 
of all days in the year, known as “boxing day,” so Says 
“Ppugilistica.” Join’s own book, however, places the 
date as the Mth Of the same month in the same year, 
The matter is of little smmportanes. At the age of 15 
Jem was earnin: his own hving as a rigger in the 
docks, and thereafter served as boy on board a collier, 
conveying coal from Sunderland and Shields to the 
port of London. He nex. aspired to the Jucrative, but 
laborious, calling of acoal-whipper, whence came his 
earty sobriquct of the “Black Diamond.” Jem soon 
becaine tbe lion of a sparring club at Bromley, New 
Town, and several anecdo.es are preserved of his skill, 
activity and strengih when oppose! to professional 
visitors from “the far West,’ wio took a turn ircos. in 
those oriental regions to test the abilily o1 aspirants 
though, av arule. the stalwart, hardy, strong-limnbed 
and sound-winded calkers, riggers, bargemen, ship 
carpenters and ballast getters were his form lable op- 
ponents in glove encounters. 

The fame of the youngster spread and, at a sparring 
display which took place in the year 1321 at the Red 
Lion, Whitcehapel, for the benefit of Jom Bunn, “ he 
Pink of Bow,” it wes arranged to pit a professions! 
against Jem as a “trial horse.’ A li-stone man, 
known to ring-ocers as “Tron Fuaec,” or Rasher, “the 
Harijy Mountaineer,” who'had fought Josh Hudson 
and twice beaten Joe Spencer, was selected. Young 
Jem, being kindly “whisperev” as to the formidable 
powers of his adversary. was nowise daunted—indeed, 
expressed bis satisfaction at having so loud-named a 
celebrity to contend with. Nor was his con idence 
ungrounded; his style electiitied the “hardy”? Rasher 
as much as it surprised the spee ators, and acter 
several rough bouts, in whieh the “black Diamond’: 
shone as a Jem of the first waier, poor Rasher, batted, 
buffeted. tlown and half blinded, d:clared bis advei- 
sary to pe “a plant,’ and no “noviec, ad.ing a re- 
quest to some of his West End compun-cons to “Just 
put on “the mittens and take the rest of a good lick- 
{ug ’’ 

Thadwelland Wapping were now too varrow for 
Jem’s ambition, and accordingly, on Tucsday, Jan, 22, 
1822, on the occasion of the benefit of Harry Sutton 
and Gybletts, at the Fres court, young Ward was in- 
troduced to the aristocratic patrons of pugilism, and 
Joe Spencer, aheady mentioned, was pitted against 
the neweouwecr. Inthe Annals of Sporting for Febru- 
ary, 1822, we read: “The principal povelty was the 
introduction of a new ‘Black Diamond’ from the East, 
and, alihough 2 litue in the rough, his shining quali- 
ties peeped out so far tht curiosity asked: ‘Who is 
he?” ‘Where does he come from? ‘This novice will 
be no catch for anything under twelve stone,’ and so 
forth. The repis were: ‘His name is Ward: he is 
an East Kader: he has pat the qui't on all who've 
tried him; he’s asharp one ina turnup; what he may 
beinthe ring is another question; however, he can 
be oacked against anvthing at twelve stone, barring 
‘the Gas.’ “His nob,” says another euthority, “is 


a fighting one, and he reccived loud encour- 
azement from the amateurs — present.” “The 
Gas’ here a'luded to was Thomas’ Ilickmar, 


then ip tee fore:nost rank of pugiists, bis de- 
feat by Neal. of Bristul, in the previous year having 
raised his reputation rather than lowered it. His 
death, only two months Jater, by a giz accident on 
Finehley Common, in returning trum Josh fHudson’s 
and Stretton’s fight, Deecmber 10, 1822, removed the 
only exception in the challenge sent forth by Ward 
The fancy were not s owin cinvassing the claims of 
Ward, and ® purse was quickly raised for the purpose 
of testing his capabilities, Dick Acton, a protege of 
Bill Eates, “the scientific,” was named as his oppo- 
nent, and Moulsey Hurst as the champecdos. On Wednes 
day. June 12, 1822, the battle cameo! Acton was 
seconded by Tom Spring, the champion, and Bill 
Eates; Ward by Josh Hudson and Paddington Jcr es. 
Toe report of the battle in the Weekly Dispatch shows 
in every line the superior tactics of Ward. ‘His 
science, activity and straight hitting,” says the writer, 
“satisfied his backers that he was ecnlculated to mak 
a name in the milling world. Acton was too slow to 
meet such an opponent.” 

Anxions to keep his band in, Ward challenged Jack 
Martin (the “Master of the Rolls’), for £150 a side, but

On the 10th of September, 1822, jolly Josh Hudson de- 
feated Barlow in six sbarp reunds, occupying six min.

The Story of the Attempt to Rob Cashier Smith, of 
Orange, N. J., in a Railroad Depot. 


[With TiJustration and Portraits. ] 

Theattempted robbery of Casiier Suith,ot the Orange 
National Bank, on July 28, ina local passenger train 
iv the Ddawaic, Lackawanna and Wesiern Railroad 
depot, Hoboken, N, J., was one of the sensations of the 
, hour in New Y rk last week. The robbery appears to 
have been planned systematically, and it failed only 
througil a series of unex pected circumstances. 

Mr. Sivith nas been in the habit tor many years of 
going to the Irv.ng Bank, New York cit), tu exchange 
Gratis and get money. He trequently carried as much 
us $40,00J and $oU,vvJ In cash and nego.iable bonds, in 
an orditary travelling salcbel. Saturuay morning, 
July 2s, about 10 o’clock, he left the Irving Bank with 
a satche: containing $10,000 in cash. He was ivilowed 
to Hoboken by three men, who aiterwwards proved t) 
be the noturious ex policeman, Joun Nugent, of Man- 
hattan Bank roubvery fame, Pete Emerson, alias 
“Bunjo vete,” end Ned Farrell, all well known crimi- 
hals, 1) &@ two Wheeled top covered wagon, with a mag- 
nificcut mare. When Smith goi off the boat the men 
fuliowed und drcve the wagon along side the railroad 
iviice, 


The cashier entercd the second car and seated him- 
selfin about the centre. He stood the satchel on the 
fluor adjacent to the window, while he sat on the other 
cnd, thus occupying the entire scat. He placed bis 
footon the satcbel, and was preparing to get into a 
comforta»le position for the ride to Orange, when Nu- 
gent entered the car. Several of the passengers oh- 
surved him, and as his face was blackened, he was sup- 
posed to be a laborer or a raiJroad man. Nugent 
stopped when he got behind Cashier Smith, and taking 
a piece of lead pipe, about 18 inches in length, he struck 
lim a blow cn the back of the head, below the base of 
the skull. 

Mr. Smith, without making an outcry, turned partly 
around in his seat to sce who was his assailant. and he 
saw Nugent with the murderous wea on uplifted. 
The first i:npulse of the cashier was that his assailant 
was a lunatic, but when be got the second and third 
blow i: almost identically the sa:ne place, he began to 
realize the truth, Nugent made a grab for the satche!, 
but failed to reach it. Meanwhile he repeatedly struck 
at Smith, making a desperate attempt to strike him 
on top of the bead, but in the struzzle his aim was not 
accurate. Mr. Smith shrieked “Welp!’ “ Robbers!” 
and the cry was taken up by 12 or 15 bewildered and 
terrified passengers. Another cf the robbers stood 
at the door witb a revolver, and held the frightencd 
passengers ct bay. The cry was echoed outsile, andin 
a few moments the car was surrounded by passcngers 
and railroad men. 

Nugent and the other robber, who is supposed to 
have beeu “Banjo Pete,” saw their pe:il, and decided 
to abandon the robbery and flee for their lives. The 
two jumped the fence and tumbled imo the wagon 
that was in waiting. The people made such an up- 
roar by their incessant shou:ing that the spirited 
horse backea@ and reiused to go. ‘*Banjo Pete” scized 
the rcins and struck the enimal viciously with the 
whip, but he reared. Scores of people surrounded the 
wagon, and one of the most courageous, Mr. I’. Bauer, 
a merchant of Orange and a tniend of Cashicr Smith, 
seizcd thea horse oy the bridle. * Let fo,” shoutcd one 
of the roFbers, and the next instant a shot was heard, 
! and Mr. Bauer telt a bullet pass in such close prox- 
| imity to Lis Lead that he staggerea and rcleascd his 
| bot. 

Ti:e robbcrs feared that the wagon woule be sur- 
rounded,so Nugent grasped Lis revolvcr and chargcd 
on the crowd, who naturally cnouzh scattered. Ee 
started up Furr; street, pursnee atv sate distance by a 
Lowling moh. Farrell, who atso juuiypes., led te River 
street and thence started up through Newark street. 
‘“Binjo Pete * held the reins, a cocked revolver in one 
hand,an4 with the other he lashed the horse furiously. 
Tkecrowd had scattercd in pursuit of the other two 
fusitives, and “Banjo Pcte managed to get the horse 
started. 

Farrell, after he got infront of the First National 
Bank, turned to the right and ran through Iudson 
s'rect.

A reecent divorce case at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
has brought cut many tacts of a sensational 
nature. In 1377 Mrs. Sarah M. Sturdifunt, who 
had for many years lived with her husband in 
Chester township, Ottawa county. was declared 
insane by Judge Tate, on the petition of her 
husband, and sent to the Kalamazoo asyluin, 
where she yet remains, Sturdiiant returned to 
his farm, where he had several sons and daugh- 
ters. Cn April 11 last he appeared before the 
Ottawa Circuit Court, praying for a divorce 
from his wife. In this petition he alleges that 
bis wire was a Woman or feeble mind, living in 
Kalamazoo; that she had treated him with 
great cruclty and had threatened to kill him 
with a butcherknife. The files of the court were 
brought into scrvice, and it Was found that the 
acts of cruclty alleged were committed by Mrs. 
Sturdifant while insane, and were some of the 
identical acts by which that insanily was cstab- 
lished; and that tne alleged descrtion was 
caused by her being placed in the Kalamazoo 
Insane Asylum on the petition of her husband. 
Judge Arnold thereupon dismissed the case, 

A sequel to this case is found in another suit 
in thesame court. Last Christmas the wife of 
Giles B. Shaw left her home in Chester and came 
to Grand Rapids to live, and six days after the 
filing of Sturdifant’s bill for divoree she applied 
fora divorcee from Mr. Shaw. For 20 years past 
the farms of Sturdifant and Shaw have joined, 
The families have been intimate, and sinee 
Mrs. Sturdifant’s residence ct the asylum her 
husband has been a frequent caller at Shaw’s 
house. In the billof complaint n:ade by Mrs. 
Shaw she alleges cruclty and drunkenness on 
her husband’s part as the cause of her leaving 
him, and the petition for the divoree. Mr. Shaw 
inhisanswer denics the imputations, and alleges 
that his wife deserted her home on last Christ- 
mas by the aid of Sturdifant; that the goods 
Which she took with her were loaded by Stur- 
difant’s son ona wagon owned vy his father, 
and that after they had left the house Sturdi- 
fant had joined them; that his wife had com- 
mitted adultery with Sturdifant, and that the 
whole affair was a scheme in which each was to 
get uadivoree and goaway together; that since 
she came to Grand Rapids she has lived near 
Reed’s Lake road, beyond East street, with her 
two dayghters and two sons of Sturdifant, and 
that the latter has spent intervals of time dur- 
ing the winter at the house.

Tuttle, Gus Tuttle, Jimmy Gallagher, Jack Boylan, 
Tom McAlpine, George Taylor, Ton:my Barnes, Mar- 
tin (better Known as Fiddler Neary), Andy Hanley, 
Jimmy Patterson, Johnny Stack, H. F. Jacoby, E. F. 
Mallahan, GC. A. C. Smith, Hial H. Sioddart, 
Gus Hill, Billy O’Brien, Joe Fowler, Larry McCarthy 
and Bernard McGuire. Stevenson op?nei the ball by 
stating that he was on hand ready with his man and 
money. Barney McGuire, Murruy’s backer, said he 
was ready to arrange a match but the fight must take 
place ina room in New York. Stevenson objected 
on the grounds that every one knew that it was next 
to impossible to bring off a “mill’’ of such importance 
in New York without the authorities stopping it, ard 
McGuire said he would not arrange a match any other 
way. “We will toss up for the fighting ground,” said 
Stevenson. “No,” said McGuire, “we will make the 
match for $1,000 and fight in a room.” The 
Keenan party would not listen tosuch a proposition, 
and after over one hour spent in wrangling no match 
was made. It alweys requires two to arrange a match, 
and as neither side could come to any agrecment, it is 
doubtful if any fizht willbe arranged unless Keenan 
and his backers will agree to M-Guire’s terms. It the 
mil tekes place in a room there will only be a limited 
number present, the men will wear kid ¢ loves, and the 
‘est man will win. Murray is confident he can whip 
Keenan, while Frank Stevenson is still perfictly will- 
ing to risk hiz money on the Philadelphian. 


HANLAN and Courtney hada wrangle recently 
at Ogdensburg, N. Y., when the champion offered to 
row the Union Springs oarsman on any course he 
might name. and bet $5,000 to $4,000 that he could beat 
him rowing either three or five miles. We expectcd 
after the great showing up Courtney rc ceived that he 
would have mustered up pluck enough to agrce to row 
Hanlan, but he lacked the nervetocoso.
